Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Schiff indicated that applicant was seeking protection for 
variants, and was willing to narrow the claims to where claim 75 would be amended to recite that the area of percent 
sequence identity is calculated over the entire length of the protein, and that the percent identity would also be 
increased. Mr. Schiff also indicated a willingness to cancel claims 91-94, 103, and 104; and to amend claims 101 and 
102 to recite that the sequence if over the entire length, and not just a fragment. 

Mr. Schiff, in response to questions from Mr. Sisson, indicated that the application does not provide any sequence 
description of any variant, and that applicant, at the time of filing, had not investigated variants. Mr. Schiff directed 
attention to Example 14 (pages 53-55) of the Written Description Guidelines, noting that that the case at hand is 
analogous to Example 14. Mr. Sisson noted that in Example 14 the percent sequence identity is at least 95 % 
identical, whilst the instant application has a much lower threshold of 80%. Mr. Schiff asserted that there is but 60 to 
70% sequence identity between murine and human telomerase reverse transcriptase and as such, to se the threshold 
at a higher level would exclude certain variants found within mammal. 

Mr. Schiff indicated that he would file terminal disclaimers, or take other appropriate action in regards to the ODP 
rejections, and that he would submit a draft amendment to the claims via facsimile this day.
